72. (New) Pharmaceutical preparation according to claim 2, wherein the 
viruses said release and replication of which is hindered by said inhibitors of 
cellular chaperones or chemical chaperones comprise viruses for AIDS, 
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hepatitis, hemorrhagic fever, SARS, smallpox, measles, polio, herpes or 
influenza. 

73. (New) Pharmaceutical preparation according to claim 15, wherein the 
substances which block cellular chaperones comprise heat shock proteins. 
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
